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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed October 10, 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Ogawa fails to teach submitting a 
proposal for providing the financial product and a rating corresponding to the proposal, Ogawa teaches submitting a proposal for 
providing the financial product when he discloses conditions input by insurance companies to propose an estimated rate quote (para. 
0016, 0035, and 0079). When an insurance company enters attributes/conditions for a particular rate quote then a proposal of a 
financial product such as insurance rate is provided to the customers. In addition, Ogawa teaches a rating corresponding to the 
proposal when he discloses rate quote from insurance companies A, B, and C (para. 0035 and 0079). The rate quote provides a 
position/ranking of the estimated quote for the customers. 
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
